PEECH Day at Portora Royal: School took 
~ place on Tuesday evening in the Steele 
all, when there was a very large and 
distinguished audience present including 
mg from many parts of Ireland. The 
‘ight Rev. James MacManaway, D.D. 
Bishop of Clogher, Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, presided. 

The programme was opened by a fine dis- 
play of physical drill, rope climbing to music 
etc., by eight senior boys under Sergeant- 
Major Thomas, the physical training in- 
structor, which was followed by the ool 
Choir singing a two-part Hunting Song, a 
Sea Chanty, and a Carol. ' 

The Headmaster, the Rev. E. G. Seale 
M.A., in his report, said that he presented his 
sixteenth annual report in this. the 316th year 
of the School’s foundation. ‘It was pleasant 
again to be able to record twelve months of 
satisfactory all-roand progress. The num- 
ber of boarders, including a large number in 
the two “‘ waiting houses ” in the town, was 
now 128, the highest total ever yet reached 
and ene which it was not, in their present 

: One could sym- 
pathise with the “old woman who lived in 
e shoe,” fer with a total of 185 boys of the 
roll they had reached the just limit of their 
accommodation. (Applause.) To relieve this 
pressure the Board proposed to build on their 
own grounds a Junior House, which, by ab- 
sorbing their small Preparatory Department, 
would set free much needed space. Portora 
was peculiarly well situated for such an ex- 
pansion, which should turn out to be a fresh 
source of strength and profit to the school. 
(Hear, heap.) 

They had been full now for the past four- 
teen years, in spite of twice cxtending their 
accommodation, and all vacancies for next 
term were filled. (Applause.) 

He might say that the praiseworthy habit 
of entering their first-born son for Portora 
was- growing. (Hear, hear.) There were now 
four such entries, and he commended it as ex- 
ample worthy cf imitation to all old boys 
present or absent in so far as fortune favoured 
them, especially with twins. (Laughter and 
apnlause.) ' 

This had been a year of quiet but consider- 
uble material progress, Thev had done nothing 
so spectacular as the building of the science 
block in 1930, but, following up the addition 
of the music rooms last year, they had at 
length made proper provision for drawing by 
building an art room, equipped on modern 
lines.

HEALTH OF THE SCHOOL, 


One hardly liked to boast of the health of 
the school.

THE CERTIFICATE

In should be possible to 
combine both sides of a subject which now 
demanded full-time specialist teaching. His 
seliled conviction was that the multiplication 
oi subjects for study was not an unmixed 
good. There was grave danger of turning 
out shoals of smatterers. The next great 
rcform in education should be in the direc- 
to; of relieving this congestion, and not 
ancreasing it. They had got far away, and 
vightly so, from the rigid and undiscriminat- 
ing cult of Greek and Latin, but had swung 
too much the other way. Even to-day men 
like Mr. Baldwin, and Sir Richard Living- 
ptone, whose departure all Ireland had reason 
to deplore, had each testified to the supreme 
value of the ancient classics as a training 
for the mind. And it was Lord Carson, too, 
who said some time ago that, in his opinion, 
the classics formed far and away the best 
foundation, at all events in earlier years, 
for any boy. Even if he were to take up 
science eventually, there was nothing like 
the classics for giving a boy training and 
understanding in his own language. One 
would like to see the rule laid down that 
no boy under 15, unless of exceptional 
ability, should be allowed to begin the study 
of science. It would leave time for a sounder 
training in essentials, especially in the many 
branches which went to the study of Eng- 
lish. So much for generalities. 


UNIVERSITY SUCCESSES. 


Nine of the boys had entered the Universi- 
ties, two going to Queen’s University and 
seven to Trinity College. Of these latter 
D. B. Taylor won first Science Sizarship, 
with a very high mark, although he had 
begun chemistry there less than two years 
before, while J. H. Tobias took fourth 
Classical Sizarship and fourth Junior 
Exhibition, with the Biggs Memorial 
Prize, thus almost equalling a like fine per- 
formance of their candidates two years ago. 
(Applause.) Their other University honours 
this year were sparse. A bunch of first-class 
honours and prizes, including First of the 
First, were the chief successes, apart from 
a medical scholarship won by R. E, Taylor. 
The professional schools and the medical 
school in chief continued to swallow up 
some of their best boys, who otherwise 
seemed sure of a distinguished course in 
Arts. Talking of medicine, he might speal

Its tenth year found their (.T.C. estab- 
lished there through the kind influence of 
Lord Londonderry, larger than ever. Run 
on the voluntary system, it now numbered 
9t cadets, a big number for a school of their 
size. Those who went to England for the 
annual training camp had a most useful, 
strenuous and enjoyable experience. 

The Boat Club, too, had an excellent sea- 
son, beating a rather weak Maiden IV. from 
Trinity and turning the tables on Belvedere 
College in Dublin, while wosing, after a good 
struggle, to a hefty crew from Coleraine.

The competition for the Schools’ Cup had 
become for many years a struggle between 
Belfast schools, which were all now vastly 
superior in numbers to their provincial op- 
aye Yet the list of schools competing 
iad doubled within recent years, and traves- 
ties of football fre uently result, harmful 
alike to victors and aa One could fore- 
see the day approaching when ‘* Aughnacloy 
Academy ' would make a new record by 
losing by 100 points to nil—though modestly 
retiring at half-time. (Laughter.) The 
Leinster branch of the Rugby Union had 
lately shown the remedy. Aguin, the cup 
final, strictly limited to Belfast for financial 
reasons, had grown to be a giadiatorial 
Th attended by a vast throng of over 
15, people, including, he was credibly in- 
formed, an enterprising band of ‘ bookies.” 
Such a prolonged orgy of excitement was 
bad for the players, ad made havoc of work 
—at any rate, in a boarding-school. School 
football, too, was hamstrung after Christ- 
mas by the long-spun-out draws, -and yet, 
if a school was beaten in January, its Rugby 
was virtually finished for the season. All 
this was bad for the schools and bad for 
the game. ‘This competition should be 
either ended or mended. Accordingly, with 
the ununimous consent of his Board he gave 
notice that unless some radical changes were 
made in its present torm, when this Season 
ended they should leave this competition, 
the main object of which, as now conducted, 
was, frankly, commercial. He knew that 
other headmasters shared these views. 
(Hear, hear, and applause.) 


OLD PORTORA UNION. 


The Old Portora Union grew stronger 
yearly. Founded in 1921, on the suggestion 
of the late Primate Crozier, it. had now over 
100 life members, and its funds exceeded £460 
invested. Its first President was the late 
Judge Gibson, followed by Dr. L. C. Purser, 
whose death in 1932 was deeply mourned. To 
these distinguished men succeeded Sir Charles 
Tegart, of the India Office, whose name for 
dauntless devotion to duty was known 
throughout the length and breadth of India. 
Sir Charles was with them there last year, 
and many of those present that nignt would 
recall his vivid aa « and personality. 

They welcomed with peculiar pleasure a 
very distinguished soldier, Major-General 
Girdwood, who had come down specially from 
Belfast from his crowding duties to help 
them. (Applause.) He was not unknown to 
them at Portora, and they welcomed him no 
less because he was an Irishman and a good 
sportsman. (Applause. ) 

Every year saw Portora advancing steadily 
—now slowly, now swiftly, but always 
advancing—in numbers, prestige, and materia] 
prosperity. They had never had, he thought, 
a better staff than the present. Above all, 
they had po reason to be ashamed of the 
average type of boy—proud of his school, but 
free from snobbery, well-mannered and 
sound in character—which Portora sent out 
to all corners of the world. (Loud 
applause. ) 


TRIBUTE TO HEADMASTER. 

The Chairman, in introducing Major-General 
E. 8. Girdwood, C.B.., OMG. to distribute 
the prizes, expressed the delight that they all 
felt in having such a distinguished Irish 
soldier present. Referring to the Head- 
master’s report, the bishop said that Mr. 
Seale had now been with them for sixteen 
years, and he could say without exaggeration 
that there was no school in Ireland, or any- 
where else, that could boast of greater har- 
mony than that which existed between the 
Headmaster and the members of the School 
Board. Never on any occasion had the 
Board turned down a suggestion made by the 
Headmaster, and such a relationship between 
Board and Master went a long way towards 
the successful working of this most dis- 
tinguished school. He would let them into a 
little secret. They never had as 
long a waiting list as to-day, and 
In order to relieve the pressure on 
their’ accommodation the Board proposed 
to provide a Junior School, and he believed 
that the new building would be erected in the 
immediate future, and he hoped that their 
Sighly esteemed Prime Minister, whom they 
all loved and respected, would come and 
declare it open for them. (Applause.) 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 

Major-General Girdwood then distributed 
the prizes. after which he said that he felt 
a great honour in being asked to their great 
and most distinguished school. He never 
made speeches. He could never remember 
what he had to say, and if he had notes he 
could not read them, (Laughter.) He only 
wished to say how, very fully he appreciated 
the honour done to him by asking him to 
distribute.the prizes that evening. They had 
to blame their Officers’ Training Corps for 
that. When he came there he met a band of 
brothers, ‘full of keenness and a really good 
crowd, headed by a most excellent command- 
ing officer.

Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Mr. D. 
H. Charles) defended. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that he had seen it 
suggested in the Press that he had stated 
the assets of the New Ireland Assurance Com.

Coleman denied having told Miss Maguire, 
his typist, on Christmas Eve, 1932, that he 
was going out of business early in the new 
year, but said he had told her not to men- 
lion to the other employés that he had issued 
a circular to hospitals, medical men, etc., to 
the effect that extensive showrooms were 
being completed and would be opened for in- 
spection at an early date. He did not want it 
known amongst the mo yee that he was 
making any changes. e went on to deny 
various statements attributed to him in con- 
nection with the fire at Charlotte street, but 
admitted that in a statement to the assessor 
(Mr. Sherriff) for the assurance company he 
said he had no other source of income than 
his Charlotte street business. He added that 
‘under more favourable circumstances he 
would have made a very much more truthful 
statement,”’ 


DID NOT SEE IT THAT WAY. 
Mr. McCarthy said the accused man had 


concealed even from his own assessors the ex- 
istence of his premises at 25 Merrion square, 
and asked him if he would have dared to 
suggest a petition in bankruptcy if it were 
known to his creditors that he had those 
premises and stock. 

Coleman replied that he had not looked 
at the matter in that way. 

Mr. McCarthy—The important thing for 
you was to represent to your creditors that 
the goods you had bought from them had 
been somh cg necessarily; some of them 
might have been sold. I did not then dis 
close the existence of Merrion square, much 
less the contents of 3t.

A series of questions were directed to the 
accused man in regard to the listing and pric- 
ing of articles eg claim sent to the insur- 
ance company. In the course of his replies 
Coleman mid he had many articles at Char- 
lotte of a similar type and make to 
articles found at Merrion square. The claim, 
for instance, included £220 for a Beck micro- 
scope and accessories destroyed at Charlotte 
street, a microscope of that type having been 
found at Merrion square after the fire. Cole- 
man said that some years ago he bought a 
microscope for about £30 in Holborn, but he 
had put so many accessories, and made so 
many improvements to it, that it was worth 
much more than 

Mr. Justice Meredith suggested that it had 
been so improved that it might be called a 
“" Coleman " microscope. 

The accused, with a smile, agreed. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked him why, if it 
were better than the Beck, he had not brought 
it to Merrion square, and allowed the Beck to 
get burned in Charlotte street. 

Coleman said the microscope at Charlotte 
street had been en for metallurgical and 
such like work, and would be useless for the 
purposes of the Merrion square business, Con- 
tinuing, he said he had allowed his patents in 
connection with deep ray therapy to lapse, 
and, although there had been negotiations, no 
mee took them up as a commercial proposi- 

ion. 

Complaining of damage alleged to have been 
done by the Guards at Merrion square, the 
accused man pointed to layers of dust on some 
instruments in Court, and to cracks and chips 
on others, and claimed that they should have

EVIDENCE OF DAMAGE, 


Mr. Justice Meredith said that he had still 
to find any evidence from the prosecution 
that £20,600 worth of damage had not been 
done at 22 Charlotte street. 

Mr.. FitzGerald said that, apparently, the 
attitude of the prosecution was that Cole- 
man burned the place himself and was en 
titled to nothing, no matter what damage 
was done. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, cross-examining, asked 
Mr. Sheeran on what basis his fees in this 
case were being paid. 

After a protest that that had nothing to 
do with the case, and a reply by Mr. Haugh 
that the question was being put to his credit, 
Mr. Sheeran said that the usual pay- 
ment of assessors was on the basis 
of & per cent. on the amount 
assessed, In this case, although the 
work had Jasted since February, and much 
had been done in a blizzard, he had only 
charged 4 per cent. on £20,000. That was 
£800, and he had been paid that sum. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that there was 
one lesson from this case, and that was, that 
if anybody had his house insured for £1,000, 
he would be well advised to have another 
£1,000 in hand before having a fire, accidental] 
or deliberate. It would also be advisable for 
him to have an imventory of his property 
made beforehand, and locked up in a safe. 
(Laughter. ) 

To Mr. Haugh, the witness said that he 
knew nothing of Coleman having premises and 
stock at Merrion square until April last, and 
could not say whether goods found there bore 
a remarkable resemblance to goods said to 
have been destroyed in Charlotte street.

Huntinefield to be Governor of the State of 
Victoria. 

Much satisfaction is expressed in Mel- 
bourne at the appointment, as Lord Hunting- 
field is the first Australian-born man to 
occupy the post. He was born at Gatton, 
Queensland, on January 3rd, 1883, his mother 
being a Queenslander. 

Sir Isaac Isaacs, the present Governor

MR. ELLIOT’S STATEMENT. 


In the House of Commons yesterday | 


Brigadier-General Howard Clifton Brown 
(Conservative, Newbury) asked the 
Minister of Agriculture whether he was in 
a position to make any statement on the 
live-stock situation. 

Mr. W. E. Elliot—Yes, sir. The Govern- 
ment have had under consideration the 
position of the beef industry in this 
country. Notwithstanding the efforts that 
have been made since November, 1932, to 
hold and improve the situation in the 
wholesale meat market, the returns from 
the feeding of cattle have continued un- 
satisfactory. Many United Kingdém 
feeders have kept back their stock from 
sale owing to the low level of prices, while 
supplies from other sources have been 
pressed on the market. The number of 


home-produced fat cattle marketed this 


summer and autumn has thus been less 
than in the corresponding period last year. 
The supplies held back are likely, how- 
ever, to come forward at an early date, so 
that the immediate problem is now that 
of arresting a further. price decline, as 
well as of bringing about an improvement 
in the situation. 

In these circumstances, it is essential to 
afford some relief to the market in respect 
of the supplies of cattle imported for 
immediate- slaughter. At present such 
cattle are imported into the United King- 
dom from two sources only—namely, the 
Irish Free State and Canada. 


FREE STATE CATTLE, 


As regards the Irish Free State, an 
Order will be issued forthwith, under the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1935, under 
which it is intended to limit the imports 
of fat cattle from the Irish Free State 
from now to March 3ist next to 50 per 
cent. of the numbers imported in the 
corresponding period of 1932-55. As a 
complementary measure, it 18 also in- 
tended, under the Order, to limit the 
number of stores that may be imported 
from the Irish Free State. 

In terms of total cattle imports from 
that source, the reduction will be in the 
neighbourhood of 124 per cent. 

The Order also, as a complementary 
measure, will prohibit the importation of 
beef and veal and beef and veal offals from 
the Irish Free State. , 


THE CASE OF CANADA, 


As regards the Dominion. of Canada, 
His Majesty’s Government in that Domi- 
nion have been. asked to co-operate by 
stabilising exports of cattle, both fat an 
store, to this market for the first quarter 
of 1934, at the corresponding figures of the 
first quarter of 1933.

In dealing with 
the redistribution of business and the 
limitation of appeals within the Supreme 
Court, the Committee have shown no want 
of reasoned daring. Their recommenda- 
tions under the first of these heads will 
excite most general interest. They pro- 
pose, in short, that the Probate, Divorce 
and Admiralty Division should cease to 
exist as a separate division of the High 
Court. 

Some such reform is surely long overdue, 
comments The Times. Too much sanctity 
need not be attributed to the historical 
accident which has combined these three 
departments in a single division, or to 
the fact that two of them derive from a 
common root in the ecclesiastical law. 
Such considerations should not prevail 
against a flagrant anomaly which often 
relegates decisions in divorce to a judge 
whose whole experience as a barrister lay 
in a nautical field and rice versa. -Nor 
does if make for sound co-ordination 
that divorce work in London should 
be discharged by the Probate, Divorce and 
Admiralty Division, and in the provinces 
(as to undefended and poor persons’ 
cases) by Circuit Judges drawn from the 
King’s Bench. Uniformity of practice is 
especially desirable (and has been of late 
somewhat wanting) in a field in which 
exercise of a discretion counts for so 
much, and the concentration of divorce 
work in the King’s Bench Division will, 
inter alia, help w promote it. The alterna- 
tive—to concentrate divorce jurisdiction 
in the Probate, Divorce and Admiralty 
Division—means recalling the grant of 
such jurisdiction to Circuit Judges, a 
course not practicable to-day. 

As regards rights of appeal, proceeds 
The Times, it is to be borne in mind that 
the Committee’s terms of reference may 
possibly be construed as barring any direct 
consideration of the abolition of the House 
of Lords as an appellate tribunal. But 
they do make the very important recom- 
mendation that there should be no 
appeal to the House of Lords without the 
leave of the Court of Appeal or of that 
House itself. Apart from this, the cen- 
tral proposal is that the Divisional Court 
should be abolished, and that its functions 
should pass to an enlarged and reformed

Dominion, and, if so, whether the Ministers 
of the '“ step-by-step ” policy with Great 
Britain were aware of any precedents for 
action such as he had 2 Be and, if so, 
whether the Minister would state the 
consequences which resulted. 


THE REPLY, 


Mr. G. B. Hanna, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
replied :—With reference to the first part 
of the hon. member's question, it is a fact 
that an order under the Civil Authorities 
Act was issued on the 14th inst. prohibiting 
the possession or display of any flag or 
emblem as described therein, purporting to 
represent the Irish Republican Army or an 
Irish Republic or any unlawful associa- 
tion. 

The Order would not apply to a case 
where the recognised flag of the Irish Free 
State is genuinely displayed as the flag of 
that State under appropriate circum- 
stances, and without any reference to, or 
connection with, the circumstances or con- 
ditions prescribed in the Order, and pro- 
vided that the circumstances under which 
it is displayed are not, in the opinion of 
the competent authority, calculated to lead 
to a breach of the peace. 


QUESTION OF RESPECT. 


Mr. McCarroll (Nationalist)—Would the 
Parliamentary Secretary state whether, 
when that flag is displayed im a proper 
manner, as the flag of a friendly State, 
does it not become his duty to ensure 
proper respect for that flag, and to prevent 
it being treated with violence by any 
person ? 

Mr. Hanna—lIf the emblem indicated in 
the regulation is exhibited in Northern 
Ireland in circumstances likely to lead to a 
breach of the peace, it will be taken down, 
and if the parties who put it up can be 
found they will be prosecuted. 

Mr. Healy asked if there had not been 
two occasions when the flag had been dis- 
played in circumstances which might be 
described as perfectly lawful—once at an 
industries exhibition in Belfast and again 
at the opening of the Derry Bridge—and 
if the Government on these two occasions 
had prevented mobs from pulling the flags 
down. 

Mr. Hanna said that he was not 
sufficiently acquainted with the details, 
but surely those occurrences must have pre- 
ceded the making of the regulations.

It is, unfortunately, true 
that accidents have become more numerous 
of late, claims have increased out of all 
proportion to the number of policies 
issued, and the settlement of the claims 
has involved the companies in greater 
expenses, whether they are settled between 
the parties involved or their insurers, or | 
by the arbitrament of the law and the 
assessment of the damages by juries. 

Another cause is the increased cost of 
effecting repairs in the Irish Free State 
because of the tariff on imported parts. 
As motorists are already painfully aware 
the cost of repairs is higher in the Irish 
Free State than in Northern Ireland or 
Great Britain because of the import duties, 
and, although recent concessions in respect 
of the import duty on parts have slightly

Heretofore 
if a motorist who had injured a person 
accident died, no claim could he 
made against his estate. It can now be 
made, and the insurance company with 
which the deceased motorist was insured 
is under an obligation to indemnify the 
estate. 

There are other minor matters affectirig 
the motorist which the new Act brings 
about, but, as these are things concerning 
the insured person and his insurers, they 
need not be dealt with at length. The in-

COVER NOTE ABOLISHED. 


It will be no fonger possible to get 
from an insurance agent a cover note 
holding the car insured from the time of 
the proposal and permitting the motorist 
to use his car. There is a well-known 
case which governs the liability of insur- 
ance companies in such matters. A man 
made a proposal for the insurance of his 
house against fre. The agent issued a 
cover note, and sent the proposal to the 
company by post. The house was hurned 
night, and, although there 
were reasons why the insurance company 
would have declined the proposal, they 
had to pay. The same principle applies to 
motor car insurance. The issue of a cover

THE ARRESTS. 


The Superintendent then came up and said, 
“Stop! I cannot allow you to go on speak- 
ing. 1 shall arrest you if you do.” General 
O’Duffy said, “I am not doing anything 
wrong. If you think I am doing wrong arrest 
me.” The Superintendent said to the 
Sergeant, “ General O’Duffy is now under 
arrest, and will come along to the Garda 
hatrack,”” and the Sergeant took General 
O'Duffy by the arm and proceeded with him 
in the direction of the barrack. 

It was further stated in the affidavit that 
at this time they were about 400 yards from 
the bavrack. On the wav there they had 
to pass within a short distance of the plat- 
form where the meeting was to be held. 
(hen they arrived at this point a large 
number of people took General O'Duffy and 
carried him bodily on to the platform and

Un 
the previous day the notice of motion and 
affidavits were served on a Guard in West 
ort barrack for Superintendent Murray, who, 
bain, was not present. He had also sent 
a telegram to Superintendent Murray 
acquainting him of the notice of motion, and 
warning him not to part with the custody 
of the applicants peoding the determination 
of the matter at issue, 

The service of the documents on a Guard 
in the ‘barrack, said Mr. Costello, was 


strictk, im accordance with the rules, and 


was good service on Seperintendent Murray, 
and that being so these men were entitled 
under Article 3 of the Constitution in exer- 
cise of the constitutional rights enjoyed by 
every citizen of the State to come into any 
High Court judge and tell him that (ey 
were being detained contrary to law. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—You had no alterna- 
tive but to come to me, because there is no 
other judge sitting. 

Mr. Costello—On that matter we may 
have something ‘else to say in the vent of 
a certain defence being made. The facts are 
uneontroverted—these men were arrested 
without a warrant. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Johnston, Mr. 
Costello said that his application was that 
the men be immediately reléased. 

Mr. Justice Johnston suggested that this 
would be a suitable time for Mr. Cavan 
Duffy to make his application for an adjourn- 
ment, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he was making 
the .application because Superintendent 
Murray had not the documents before him 
until this morning. The Superintendent and 
another officer came to Dublin last night and 
it was impossible to make and file the three 
affidavits necessary in the case. The affidavit 
had to be drawn carefully, particularly under 
the Statute under which it would be made, 
and the Court would have to be satisfied 
that the necessary procedure had been 
followed. One of the applicants was released 
on the previous day, and so far as liberty 
was concerned the judge was concerned only 
with two—Commandant Kilcoyne had teen 
released. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—What is all this 
business about the Blue Shirts, Mr. Gavan 
Duffy ’—(Laughter.)—In my young days the 
cause of offence used to be ' The Wearing of 


ithe Green.” 


MILITARY CUSTODY. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy stated that the prisoners 
were arrested by virtue of the provisions of 
the Constitation Amendment Act, 1931, and, 
as a result of the special exigencies of that 
Act, it became necessary to transfer them 
into military— custody. They were now in 
Arbour Hill Barracks. If it was proposed to 
proceed with this application he would be 
obliged to take a serious preliminary objec- 
tion—namely, that it was absolutely essential 
in a case of this kind to have affidavits from 
the persons themselves who complained of 
detention. excepting only when evidence was 
produced in Court to say that they were so 
coerced that they could not make the affi- 
davits themselves. The only affidavit they

/ Superintendent Murray is responsible to 
your lordship for contempt, and he is also 
responsible for havin rted with the cus- 
t of these men. if the case is going to be 
made, that General O'Duffy has not made an 
affidavit, the answer is that he was 150 miles 
from here; that he was being detained unlaw- 
fully; that his solicitor tried to get in touch 
with him at the Garda Siochana barrack in 
Westport, and was refused rmission to 
speak to him. And the State is making this 
dishonest case. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—This application is 
brought on behalf of General O'Duffy by his 
solicitor, and I presume his solicitor bas in- 
structions to act for him. 

Mr. Costello—We are entitled te have 
matters of this kind heard with the. utmost 
expedition. The case is made that these men 
were wearing a blue shirt. Commendant 
Kilcoyne was released, and he was wearing a 
blue shirt. No charge is preferred against 
him—no such offence is known to the law as 
the wearing of a blue shirt. I take it from 
the fact that Commandant Kilcoyne was re- 
leased, that the charge-~against General 
O'Duffy and Mr. Sullivan for wearing a blue 
shirt has been abandoned. This is a case of 
arresting men first, and getting counsel to 
think out the charges afterwards. 


ARTICLE SIX. 


Proceeding, Mr. Costello said that, in view 
of the very strong provisions contained in 
Article 6 of the Constitution the application 
for an adjournment should not be granted, 


and that the men in custody should be forth- | 


with released. The liberty of the subject 
was a matter of very serious consequence, and 
was so even in the British days here. 

Under that Article, counsel said, “the 
liberty of the person is inviolable, and no 
person shall be deprived of his libertv except 
in accordance with law. Upon complaint made 
by or on behalf of any person that he is being 
unlawfully detained, the High Court. and any 
and every judge thereof, shall forthwith in- 
qaire into the same, and may make an order 
requiring the person in whose custody such 
person shall be detained to produce the body 
of the person so detained before such Court or 
judge without delay . , and spch Court 
or judge shall thereupon order the release 
of such person unless «atisfied that he is 
being detained in accordance with the law " 

The Court, he continued, would appreciate 
the validity of that article and the immediate 
urgency of putting it into force. General 
O'Duffy was the president of a political organi- 
sation which formed the chief Opposition 
party in the Dail. He strongly opposed the 
adjournment, and if it were granted it should 
be only until that afternoon at the very latest. 

Counsel then cited cases on the liberty of 
the subject, including that of Art O’Brien in 
1925, who was transferred from the custody 
of the British Home Secretary to the Free 
State Government. 

Under Article 9 of the Constitution. counsel 
said, the right of free expression of opinion 
and holding of public meetings was guaran- 
teed. (General O'Duffy was exercising his 
constitutional rights, and there was no autho- 
rity in anyone, from the President of the 
Executive Council down, to prevent any per 
son from wearing in this country a shirt of 
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charges the men are detaitied on. - 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—I did not want to take 
up your lordship’s time. 

r, Justice Johuston—My time is of no 
importance as compared with the liberty oí 
these men. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—Uader the Act of 1951, 
there is power to arrest under suspicion Tor 
certain offences.

Having explained the procedure under the 
Act, Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the men were 
arrested on suspicion of belonging to, or of 
having belonged to, an unlawful association 
The Superintendent get an opportunity 
of making an affidavit. it was manifest that 
General O’ Duffy did not give instructions to 
his solcator. 


MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON'S 
DECISION. 


Mr. Justice Johnston stated that the matter | 
before him was merely an application for an | 
adjourpment. From the material before him | s 


at present, it would appear that Cetera! 
Q’Duffy and Mr. Sullivan had committed no 
criminal offence, and, prima es they were 
perfectly innocent, and were being unlawfully 
detained, It was an intolerable thing that 
the liberty of the subject should be interfered 
with by an arrest where no real charge ‘s 
being made, or could be made. 

Continuing, he said that he did not think 
that the application made by Mr. Gavan 
Duffy was unreasotable; and, after all, it 
was only a matter of hours. The original 
order was made late on Monday night, and 
only one full day had elapsed. 

No doubt, he added, a great deal had been 
capable solicitor for the applicants, who 
worked expeditiously in the matter. He did 
pot think he should force the matter without 
giving at least twenty-four hours’ notice to 
the Superintendent.

activity. At the formation of the Republic 
he created its first laws, and only thanks to 
his gigattic work the young State was able 
to solve the heavy problems of its birth. 
During the years 1918 to 1922 he was the 
pillar of the Government, and from 1922 to 
1928 its Premier. At this time, having over- 
exerted himself, he suddenly fell ill. Days 
and nights spent at intensive work, without 
thought of food or rest, constant strain on 
brains and heart enfeebled even this strong 
and healthy man. For full “ve years he 
struggled with life, and now when his health 
was seemingly restored he has left his 
beloved country for ever. 

At the oo critical time, when 
humanity is being swayed by so many false 
virtues and overwhelming demagogy, one 
could learn a lesson from the remarkable 
record of the life of this rare personality. He 
seldom spoke in public, and yet his views 
are well. known all over his country, Here 
are some of his thoughts on liberty. 

“There are two poles in every one of us— 
a pole of individual egotism and the other 
one of collective altruism. Both these poles 
must be brought together in order to result 
in agreement and harmony. The rich cannot 
flaunt in abundance and the poor despair in 
want. Nobody can give us liberty, Liberty 
is a virtue which should grow from us and 
for us and must. penetrate to every member of 
our society. That is the secular duty of the 
nation. Liberty is not anarchy. Liberty 
means order and discipline. We must all 
obey, and our entire life must be subordinated 
to the authority of our liberty. Liberty is 
also patriotism. Patriotism is not words, but 
action. It means to love one’s nation to full 
sacrifice of oneself. It means to love and 
speak the truth even at the price of spiritual 
and physical sufferings.” 

Without any agitation, and merely through 
the greatness of his heart and hidden work, 
Svehla became the greatest authority of the 
Czechoslovak nation,: equal only to Masaryk, 
who, through his activity abroad and his 
scientific work, is better known in the world. 
This great old man once called Svehla a 
‘‘ great statesman, and, peat the greatest 
living statesman in Europe.’”” What a great and 
just man Svehla was is proved by the high 
esteem and love extended to him by all 
political parties in Czechoslovakia. Even the 
extreme Opposition mourns the loss of this 
gifted statesman. 
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SAFETY BELT FOR DANGEROUS 
TASKS,

A new safety apparatus, the invention of a 
Dublin electrician, which will prove invalu- 
able to house-painters, window-cleaners, «lec- 
tricians and others who work at altitude, was 
demonstrated by the inventor, Mr. Michael 
Dalton, in .the Technical School, Bolton 
street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The Dalton safety-belt and device consists 
in a strong belt of leather and canvas fitted 
‘ith ““D” hooks, through which is passed 
strong webling, joined to make an endless 
rope. “This is attached by patent links to 
rings driven into the wall at both sides of 
the window. The wearer of this belt, when 
attached to the rings, not only has both 
hands free to work, but can also lean back- 
wards over the void behind him, or let both 
leet hang over the edge of the window-sull 
without any danger of . falling. As Mr. 
Dalton demonstrated, he can even hang head 
downwards above the sill. This safety-belt 
has been tested to bear a strain of 5) owt. 
without breaking. ! 

Mr. Dalton patented the device with the 
aid of Messrs. McEntee and Litton, patent 
agents, Dublin, and formed company to

On what evidence had he been imprisoned ? 
Counsel could agree with prosecuting counsel 
only in one thing--that the charges were 
very serious. There was not a tittle of 
evidence to support them. 
that Court could have had charges preferred 
against him equally, or, possibly, more 
serious, — The arrest, close detention, the 
manner in which the case was opened all 
indicated an ‘‘extraordinary notion of 
mystery.” Something awful had happened; 
Lieutenant Hiney had tried to do a terrible 
thing. From the evidence, counsel could 
not even find ground for suspicion, but 
something or another had got on somebody’s 
brain, and had resulted in Mr. Lynch’s 
opening the case in the way he had. Not 
one round of ammunition, large or small, 
was missing in the 12th Battalion counsel 
felt there were very few battalions could 
have the same report, 


PRISONER’S EVIDENCE. 


Lieutenant Hiney, who had given his 
military record on a previous occasion, said 
he was aged 36. He was married, a farmer, 
and lived at Kilcock, County Meath. When 
in training with the 2nd Company of the 
12th Reserve Battalion at.the Curragh Camp 
this .year he was detailed for revolver 
practice on the 25th September. At the 
time he had eighteen rounds of revolver 
ammunition. Before breakfast on the 25th 
he went to the stores to draw the usual 
seventy-two rounds. The stores were locked, 
and he called for the storeman, Kelly. He 
knew that the Company Quartermaster- 
Sergeant would not be there, as he was 
married and lived out of barracks. Sergeant 
Kennedy told him wher2 Corporal Kelly was, 
and he got the corporal to issue- him 72 
rounds, for which he signed a receipt 

Mr. O’Sullivan—Corporal Kelly said you 
told him to leave oft 18 grenades instead of 
88 íor the men that morning? 

Lieutenant Hiney—I did not know grenades 
were in the company stores, let alone make 
a remark about them. I didn’t know a thing 
about them. I got my ammunition, signed 
for it, and walked away. I had no dis- 
cussion with the corporal that day. 

Continuing, witness said that in the after- 
noon he came back to the company stores 
and handed back live rounds or empty cases 
to account for the 72 rounds he had drawn. 
Sergeant Barry, who checked them, said he 
was one round short. Witness checked over 
the cases and live ammunition again, and 
found the tally correct. The sergeant re- 
marked something to the effect that he was 
joking, or that it was no joke. On the 26th. 
Captain Hughes told him that he was going 
for revolver practice, and directed him to yo 
with the company, he being senior licutenant, 
to the grenade practice. Captain Hughes 
also mentioned that he understood there were 
Service Lewis guns, which were to be handed 
in for inspection by noon, and told him to 
detail a party to have these cleaned and re- 
turned. 


“YOU OUGHT TO BE SHOT.” 


A sergeant told witness that his company 
had gone to the grenade range. He went to 
the company stores to get the bicycle in order 
to overtake the men. Corporal Kelly said 
the bicycle had gone, and witness then re- 
marked: ‘“‘It is either punctured or away 
every time Í call for it. Sour soul to blazes. 
You ought to be shot.” As he was walking 
away, he asked the corporal if the men had 
When he arrived at 
the grenade range he told Corporal Clarke 
to get nine experienced men to go back and 
clean the service guns in the stores. 


Corporal Flynn, which he put in his pocket, 
but he later gave them back without hesi- 
tation to the corporal. Anyone in the shelter

Mr. O’Sullivan—As a matter of interest, 
why did you take these grenades ?

Sergeant, Barry told him, when he went into 
the stores with Corporal Magee, that the 
Lewis guns had been returned on the pre- 
vious day, and witness asked him why he 
did not tell the Company Commander, 80 
that men would not be detailed to clean guns 
that were not there. After he had checked 
over the ammunition with Company Sergeant 
Duffy he told Sergeant Barry that In no cir- 
cumstances were the grenades to be moved 
that night, except by instruction of the Com- 
pany Commander. 


FUSS ABOUT GRENADES. 


Corporal Kelly denied to Hiney having 
said that he would have him “wheeled 
before the Battalion Commander’’ at the first 
opportumity. Witness asked the corporal why 
he thought witness would shoot him, or what 
would he shoot him with. ‘The corporal 
replied that he did not know,

Lieutenant Hiney told the President that 
he took the two extra grenades which Cor- 
poral Flynn had brought for the two men 
with him because he did not want them to 
be fired by No. 2 Company men, lest any 
misunderstanding should arise later in regard 
to returns. He agreed that the grenades were 
all similar. He brought grenades from the 
waiting bay of the range to the priming 
bay to expedite the throwing and speed the 
practice up. 

The President—The Court is rather puzzled 
about this procedure in regard to the drawing 
of revolver ammunition in exchange for 
empties. It is your case that you mtended 
to give back thirteen empties after you had 
fired the thirteen rounds of ammunition for 
which you had asked ?— Yes, sir. 

Is that in accordancé with the regulations 
governing the issue of ammunition ’—Not ex 
actly, sir. No, it is not. 

Replying to the Judge-Advocate (Com 
vs in ha J. R. Wall), the accused officer 
said he did not notice that the box of live 
grenades which he brought in his car from 
the practice had ita lid closed. There was 
a number- of boxes with Corporal Magee’s 
party. He knew a box held twelve grenades.

Mr. O’Sullivan—When stores are issued to 
a company is the responsibility for it upon 
the company commander ?-—Yes. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, in closing the defence case, 
asked if the evidence of Acting-Corporal Kelly 
was going to be accepted before that of the a 
cused officer. Sergeant Barry had described 
him as “ officious.’’ Counsel said that the 
officers constituting the Court said that the 
officer who was “‘ officious "” was the one who 
carried out his job. ‘‘ In other words, con- 
tinued counsel, ‘‘ because he is more officious 
we do not like him: It is perfectly clea:

Life was one huge holiday 
for the Government, except while they were 
looking after their own private business, which 
was so pressing that they wanted to adjourn 
until March. At election times the Govern- 
ment boasted that what they had they would 
hold, and they certainly never gave much of 
what they had to the poor of Northern Ire- 
land. There were homes in Northern Ireland 
just as loyal as that of the Prime Minister, 
in which there was no fire, in which children 
were unclad, and the parents did not know 
where to get the next meal, and the Prime 
Minister had the audacity to suggest an ad- 
journment until March. | 

It was abominable that they should sit 
only six or eight weeks in the whole year. He 
warned the Prime Minister that the children 
of the unemployed would one day turn against 
him. 


PRIME MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Lord Craigavon (Prime Minister), replying, 
said that there had been a similar motion 
before every Christmas during the past twelve 
years.

To this must 
be added a. further £35,404, which repre- 
sents the average exports of fresh beef 
and veal during the first three months of 
the past two years. Imports of these from 
the Free State have now been prohibited. 
The total-drop in the Free State’s cattle 
trade with Great Britain will, cherefore, 
amount to £610,541 for the three months. 
Bacon and hams to the value of £717,752 
were exported to Great Britain during the 
vear 1932, and the full reduction of 10 
per cent. in the imports into that country 
(which becomes effective on June Ist next, 
a reduction of 7 per cent. operating from 
March 1st, 1934) would mean a further 
loss of £71,775 per annum in trade, 
representing 21,815 cwts. of ham and

FEWER FAT CATTLE FOR 
EXPORT. 


Dr. James Ryan, Free State Minister 
for Agriculture, informed an Irish Times 
representative last night that the new 
Order was not unexpected: His Depart- 
ment was aware that it had been” under 
consideration. for the past six. weeks, or 
so. It would be rather difficult, he said, 
to estimate at the moment what its effects 
would; be. 

He believed that fewer fat cattle would 
be available for export than heretofore, 
and he calculated that, for the three 
months that the 50 per cent restriction 
would be in operation, it would represent | 
a reduction of about 17,000 cattle, valued 
at present. prices at about £200,000. 

With regard to store cattle, he thought 
that the dperation of the new Order would 
maintain the exporfs at about the same 
figure as in the corresponding period of 
last year. 

There had been little export of beef and 
veal up to, about six months ago, and none 
of the factories would be affected, with, 
perhaps, the»exception of the Waterford 
(o-operative Factory. “There had been 
some going from the Dublin Abattoir, 
but not any considerable quantity. 

Regarding the reductions in bacon and 
hams, these, Dr. Ryan ‘said, would not 
affect the quotas at present in existence, 
and which continue till 1st March.

EXPORTERS MAY BE 
REGISTERED.

A RECENT PRECEDENT. 
By Our Potrrica, CORRESPONDENT. 


It seems likely that the new order of 
the British Minister of Agriculture, 
limiting the export of Free State fat 
cattle and stores to the British market, 
will have ‘important implications in the 
Free State. The question is asked—how 
the reduced export is to be operated? It 
will be recalled that a similar situation 
arose in connection with pigs and bacon 
when the British Government imposed 
quotas in respect of those exports. Ex- 
porters then were registered and given 
quetas corresponding to their exports 
over a specified period. Now it wonld 
seem that a similar step will have to be 
taken in regard to cattle exporters. 

The Agricultural Products (Control of 

Export) Act, which came into operation 
m August last, was passed to deal with 
such a situation. When, as the Act sets 
out, any country to which agricultural 
products are usually exported, establishes 
any system of restriction or control of 
the import, the Minister is given power to 
‘regulate and control the export. For this 
purpose he may require exporters to re- 
gister, and he has power to specify the 
quantity to be exported. To secure the 
necessary statistics, exporters may be re- 
quired to make returns, etc. 
In view of the number of persons en- 
gaged in the export of cattle this will re- 
quire a great deal of organisation and 
(work. The Department of Agriculture, 
accordingly, will have a busy time in set- 
ting up the necessary consultative 
councils and other machinery required to 
allocate the quotas to the various ex- 
porters.

Probably the. most perfect peta of the 
cedar of Lebanon in this country is 
standing hale and hearty in the ds 
of the Convent at Glasnevin, adjoining 
the Botanic Gardens, where it has been 
the admiration and envy of successive 
enerations of tree-lovers visiting these 

utiful gardens, from which it can be 
seen. Another rarely-seen forest Conifer 
is the spreading Larch, a gigantic speci- 
meh of which adorns the grounds of 
Lucan demesne, a similar specimen being 
in County Wicklow—the only trees of 
this particular form we are aware of in 
this countr The purple-coned Silver 
Fir, Abies Wwbbiana a magnificent tree 
of which we recently came across in 
South County Dublin, deserves mention, 
as also does the Monterey Cyprus, 
Cupressus Macrocarpa, the most rapid- 
growing of this group.

We are all disposed 
to be a little careless in this respect, 
but in these days we need to be very 
careful in everything connected with 
machines for hatching and rearing 
chickens. Incubators may look perfectly 
clean, but in the-crevices may lurk evil 
germs ready for an onslaught on the first 
woods that are hatched, Chicken diseases 
are spreading everywhere, and when we 
employ artificial methods of hatching and 
rearing we must take the greatest pre 
cautions to have everything free from 
disease germs, First clean and then dis- 
infect each before the parts are put 
together, and examine each part to see 
there is nothing missing.
